FRAUDULEN1 REGISTRATION.
Waex the Registration law was passed the
Democrats were loud in their protestations
againat it as an attempt to interfere with the
freedom of elections, to throw obstaclesin the
way of voters exercising their rights of
suffrage, and especially as a radical device to
ocut down the number of Democratic votes
and thereby swell the Republican majorities
and maintain the Republican ascendancy.
Fair-minded and impartinl men, however,
who desired to see a check placed upon the
operations of ocorrnpt politieal managers,
and the purity of the ballot-box secured
so far as it is possible to secure it by legal
enactments, were able to see nothing in the
Repgistry law but a fair and unpartisan effort
to carry out these ends, and to make the eleo-
tions really the expression of the wishes of
the majority. We will not undertake to say
that the Registry law is the best that could
be devised for the purpose, as it is nmow on
trial and its value will be tested by experience;
but it is at least a move in the right direc-
tion, and its provisions are as fair for ome
party as the other. The Democrats objected
to it, as they have objected to the attempts at
reforming the naturalization laws proposed in
Congress, and to all other safeguards against
fraud and corraption that have been advo-
cated by the friends of law and order, who
believe that the safety of our republican in.
stitutions mainly depends upon the purity of
the ballot-box being secured. In spite of
the opposition of the Democrats to the
Registry law, however, they have availed
themselves of it to pursne their usual tacties
with greater boldness and audacity than ever,
and the investigation now being conducted
by United States Commissioner Biddle proves
the existence of a gigantic Democratic con-
gpiraoy to carry the coming election at
all hazarde by a system of frandulent re-
gistration that would literally overwhelm the
honeat voters of Philadelphia. It is perfectly
nseless for the Age to fill its editorial columas
with asseverations that this investigation is a
Republican device to throw discredit on the
Democracy, when the evidence cleariy and
unmistakably shows that the guilty parties
are Democrats, and that most of them were

vouched for by Democratic policemen. The
police force have shown themselves
to be the active agents of the De.

mooeratic managers in this whole affair;
and Mayor Fox owes it to himself and
to the public to clear himself from the suspi-
cion of being in any way the aider and abettor
of the outrage by making an official investiga-
tion into the conduet of the men on the police
foree, and promptly dismiss such as are guilty,
This is the least that the Mayor can do, and
his plea of lack of official information on the
subject will scarcely be accepted by honest
men of either party.

The efficiency of the Registry law as a pro-
teotion against fraud is now on trial, and it is
of vastly more importance that this efficiency
shonld be demonstrated in the most decided
and unmistakable manner than that a mere
party trinmph should be secured, If any so-
called Republicans are in any way implicated
in frandulent registration, let them be disco-
vered and promptly brought to jus-
fice. The Tepublican party, which
relies for support upon the intelligent and
thinking portion of the public, cannot afford
to appear as the apologist for dishpnesty of
apy kind, and we would rather be fairly de-
feated than win atriumph by unfair means,
At the same time we do not intend to be de-
feated by any but fair means, and the Damo-
cratic managers may rely upon it that luy
improper device they may resort fto
for the purpnse of gaining the ascen-
dancy in this city will be promptly met
and exposed; and as a warning to those un-
partisan voters who may be laboring under
the de'usion that a Democratic suceess wonld
lead to an improvement in the administration
of our public affairs, we need only suggest
that the men who are interested in the sue-
ceis of the conspiracy now being ventilated
before Commissioner Biddle are not likely to
be models of purity if they ever get into

offices of trust and emolnment,

THE RUSSIAN RIDDLE.
1'ue accounts that Russia is arming are too
well confirmed to admit of doabt, and one of
the most important problems of European
politics is whether she is making her gigantic
wilitary preparations for the purpose of giv-
ing a final blow to the sick man of Turkey,
or with the intention” of overawing Prussia.
Those who favor the latter hypothiesis allege
that the same poiiy which now prompts the
incorporation of Alsace and Lorraine with
@ermany will lead eventually to an assault
upon the Baltic provinces of Russia, which
contain a considerable number of inhabitants
of German descent; they also point to articles
in Rossian journala which declare that if
Prussia thoronghly humbles France she will
necessarily become the rival instead of the
friend of Rusaia: and they allege that the
golossal power of Eastern Europe is now pre-

paring to guard her own frontier in the future
by insisMng thet & poweriul rivalry “suail be
panintained by France sgainst Gormany. 04

the other hand, some Germans discredit
this theory  altogelher, Thoy allege
that the good feeling between Prossia and
Russia is too well establisliad to be destroyed
now by the impnted jealonsies, and that the
real object of the military preparations whioh
are attracting so much notice is another oru.
fade against the ernmbling throne of the
Sultan, The whole world will soon know
which of these conflicting theories is correct.
It is evident that the Cossack is to play an im-
portant part if warlike operations ara to be
continued in Earope, and in a shert tima wa
shall learn whether he i to help Franee in
the hour of her last extremity or to attempt
to convert the Mediterranean into a Raasian
lake.

THE WATER SUPPLY.

Ix the middle of the heated term of last sum-
mer we were threatened with a soavcity of
water, and that we were not placed in the
same predicament as during the previoaas
season wis due to the mercies of Provilance
rather than to our own good managamont,
After a warning that ought to have bean all-
sufficient, and with a whole year to prepare
against a recurrence of a great calamity, the
bot  weather of last summer found us
with the  Fairmount Water Works
gtill  unprovided with the  proper
facilities for supplying the city with water in
case the Schulykill should becomeso low that it
would be impossible to use the present
pumping machinery. This should under no
circumstances be allowed to oceur again, and
Councils should immediately take into con.
sideration the whole subject of providing the
city with an ample supply of water at all
seasons and under all circumstances that
human prudence can foresee and arrange for.
Last season the matter was delayed, on ons
pretext or another, until it was impossible
to do what ought to be done even if the
means bad been provided, and the improve.
ments in the water works that Councils did
authorize, while perhaps well enough in
themselves, were not sufficient to meet the
diffienlty to which we may be subjected at
any time during the summer months, There
has certainly now been ample discussion of
the subject, and the members of Councils
ought to be fully informed as to what the
necessitics of the city are in the way
of proper machinery, and it is time for
some definite action to be taken. If it is
now determined exactly what machinery is
needed, and the appropriations necessary for
proeuring it are made, the water works can
eagily be put in proper order before next
snmmer, and all fears of a failure of the water
supply removed, The Schuylkill is amply
sufficient to supply us with all the water we
can possibly use, and it will be our own fault
if we ever again suffer from a searcity at the
time of year when an abundance is most im-
peratively needed.

REDUCED TAXATION.

Ox the first of October (to-morrow) the new
Internal Revenue law, reducing taxation on
a number of articles, and abolishing some
taxes altogether, goes into effect. It is esti-
mated that the reductions made by this law,
together with the changes of the tariff, will
reduce the burdens imposed upon the Ameri-
can people for the support of the National
Government to the amount of from saventy
to eighty millions of dollars, and thus Ameri-
can tax-payers will be relieved of as large an
imposition as the sum total of the national
revenues ten years ago. The Republican
Congress, which had the nerve te impose
taxes with an nnsparing hand when they were
deemed necessary to maintain the public
credit, has promptly responded to the popn.-
lar demand for the abrogation of those which
can be most easily dispensed with, and if the
iniquitous income tax had been wholly abol-
ished, their action would have been univer-
sally hailed in this portion of the country
with nnmingled satisfaction,

Among the changes which will be especially
welcome are the abolition of the taxes on
sales of merchandise or manufactures and the
abolition of the stamp on receipts. The vexa-
tious statements necessitated by the former
were a sourde of great annoyance to business
men, and none of the stamps caused so much
trouble as those which the law required to be
placed on receipts for sums over twenty dol-
lars. It is easy emough to put stamps on
checks or important legal documents, but as
payments of money on current accounts are
constantly being made at out-of-the-way
places where receipt stamps could not be con-
veniently obtained, a strict fulfilment of the
law was next to impossible, and it was, natu-
rally enough, so frequently evaded that it
was rapidly falling into contempt,

The income tax, as modified, excepts all
who receives incomes of less than $2000, and
this change will enable a very large propor-
tion of those who have been muleted by this
iniquitons imposition to escape scot free
hereaffer.

The tax on railroad receipts is also abo-
lished, and a new impetus will thus be given
to the old question whether the fares on
gsome of the steam and city passenger rail-
ways should not be reduced,

These reductions, coupled with the redune-
tions in the tarifi npon necessaries of life like
tea and cofl'ee, which are exclusively of foreign
growth, will afford waterial relief to hundreds
of thousands of householders, and the moneys
rescued from Uncle Bam's clatches will
enable them to either make a handsome pro-
vision for the proverbial rainy day or to in-
crense their list of comforts and Inxuries,

Ox Moxpay next the rate of fare ox the
New York city passenger railways will be re-
duced to five cents on account of the tax of
one-eighth of a cent on the fares imposed by
Congress expiring by limitation, This tax of
one-eighth of & cent was made the exsuse for
adding & whole cent, and now that the
tax is removed the companies are ounly
doing the least that can be expected of
than by going back to the old rales, Itis
troe, many of the officers of the roads con-
tend that they will lose money by the opera-
tivn, but they are delermined Lu lry the es-

periwent, and there s soarcely a doubt taat

there will beafairmargin for profit. When will
our city passenger railway companies follow
the example of New York in this matter? The
price of horse fesed is not what it was in war
times, and with the United States tax discon-
tinued the public have a right to expeet
some |#erality, amd at least an effort to
return to ante.lelluin rates of fare.
